Vanderlip was ‘‘an unconscionable 
traducer of the memory of the

two and one-half years and 
checked specific earnings applica- 
ble to dividends sufficient to justi- 
fy my personal advice to our cli- 

ents that their purchase was a 
very proper one. So far as our 
official capacity in’ connection with 
the transaction was concerned, we 
verified the financial statements 
only. Personally, I acted as con- 
sultant for Mr. Brush and Mr. 
Moore, and IJ think: I would have 
detected any hidden financial sup- 
port if there had been any. I am 
satisfieq there was none. The stock 
book rebords show that Mr. Brush 
and Mr. Moore own all of the com- 
mon stock; except five qualifying 
shares held by directors. I am 
quite certain the records are en- 
tirely regular.”’ 

When told that Vanderlip was 
reported to have said that George 
B. Christian Jr., secretary to Presi- 
dent Harding, was the channel 
through which negotiations for the 
purchase of the Star were conduct- 
ed, Brush declared Christian had 
no part in the discussion whatso- 
ever, so far as be knew.

The purchasers were 
old friends of Mr. Harding, one of 
them having other newspaper in- 
terests in Ohio. Payments for the 
Star were to extend over a period 
of years and the only cash paid 
the President was a first payment 
of $50,000. The Star was known 
as one of the best newspaper prop- 
erties in our State and, of course.

There were hurried conferences 
between Chairman Lenroot and 
other members of the Oil Commit- 
tee with an apparently unanimous 
agreement that Vanderlip should 
be summoned immediately. An air 
of almost feverish tension pervad- 
ed the Senate chamber and spread 
throughout the Capitol. 

Senators gathered in groups on 
the floor, in the cloak rooms and 
in the marble room, discussing the 
latest shift in the storm of charg- 
es and suspicions enveloping the 
Capitol. Until they saw the actual 
dispatches of the Vanderlip speech 
they were too astounded to com- 
prehend that a man of Vanderlip’s 
recognized standing had publicly 
challenged an* investigation into 
the financial affairs of Warren 
Harding. 

On al! sides, it was agreed that 
the publication of such grave 
charges made it more imperative 
than ever that the oil investigation 
should be pursued to the fullest 
possible limit irrespective of where 
it might lead. Some Senators 
pointed out that suspicion had be- 
come so wide-spread that no one 
could consider himself immune 
from it, making it essential to the 
public interest that. the guilty 
should be separated from the inno- 
cent as speedily as possible. 

Rumors As to Senators. 

Recalling that some of the ru- 
mors have revolved about Senators 
without undertaking to name 
them, one Senator declared that 
this made it all the more the duty 
of the Senate to sift the charges 
and rumors to the very bottom. 

It was scarcely an hour after 
the utterances of Vanderlip had 
been confirmed before Chairman 
Lenroot had affixed his signature 
to a subpena for the New York 
banker. Avoiding the slow pro- 
cess of formal service, Senator 
Lenroot had the Senate Sergeant- 
at-Arms communicate by tele- 
phone with Vanderlip who ex- 
pressed readiness to appear before 
the committee. 

The New York financier would 
be questioned, it was stated, not 
only with reference to his state- 
ments as to the sale of the Marion 
Star, but also about his charge that 
the oil committee did not go fur- 
ther in investigating Fall because 
the former secretary was ready to 
“neach” and what he might have 
said would have gone into “high 
places.” 

The oil committee will have still 
another duty thrust upon it should 
the Senate decide that an inquiry 
is necessary on the basis of the 
State Department information re- 
garding foreign oil concessions 
asked for in the Dill resolutions 
adopted yesterday. Senator Dill 
desires particularly to inquire into 
former Secretary Fall’s activities in 
connection with the Colombian 
treaty. 

This treaty -was negotiated by 
Secretary Bryan, but it failed of 
ratification until early in the Hard- 
ing administration when Fall earn- 
estly urged his former colleagues 
in the Senate to vote their approv- 
al. One of the arguments he ad- 
vanced was that favorable action 
would be in the interest of Amer- 
ican oil companies seeking to de- 
velop fields in northern South 
America. 

At its session yesterday the only 
witness heard by the oil committee 
was Leo Stack, who related further 
details of the agreement by which 
Harry F. Sinclair paid $250,000 in 
cash to Stack and Frederick G. 
Bonfils, publisher of the Denver 
(Colo.) Post, and agreed to pay 
$750,000 more in sett ent of 
certain claims. os 

“My purpose,” said Vanderlip 
in New York yesterday, discussing 
his speech, “in bringing it to pub- 
lic notice is to encourage an in- 
vestigation of gossip concerning a 
dead President, gossip which is out- 
rageous, if untrue. 


“I have made no formal request 
to President Coolidge for such an 
investigation. He might say that 
it is not his business and it may 
not be, but it seems to me that a 
newspaper could best conduct the 
inquiry—if the publishers abandon 
their policy of silence toward gos- 
sip which they have- heard.

“all diplomatic correspondence in 
furnish the Senate with copies of 
said treaty and in connection with 
the securing of any oil concessions 
for American citizens or corpora- 
tions organized and doing busi- 
ness in the United States.” 

A second resolution is_in- 
tended to uncover any correspond- 
ence in the State Department re- 
lating to the efforts by the Stand- 
ard Oil and other big companies 
to secure oil concessions in vari- 
ous parts of the world. 

Among the correspondence that 
is asked for is that with Great 
Britain over concessions in the 
Near and Far East; that with Hol- 
land in relation to oil ‘grants in 
the Dutch East Indies; with Por- 
tugal in reference to Portuguese 
East Africa and with Persia, Cos- 
ta Rica, Argentina, Venezuela and 
Russia in relation to any Amer- 
ican efforts to secure oil in any of 
these countries.

News had anything to do with the 
fixing of the amounts. Shaffer 
said he did not care to go into the 
comparative circulations of the 
two papers. 

Dill demanded to know the at- 
titude of Shaffer's Denver paper 
toward Fali, and Shaffer replied 
that it had always taken the posi- 
tion that if Fall had done any- 
thing illegal he should be ‘‘perse- 
cuted.” The audience laughed 
and he corrected his slip of the 
tongue. He meant “prosecuted.” 
‘“‘We don’t publish a paper like the 
Post,’’ he added, in reply to fur- 
ther questioning. 

“You not only got $125,000 from 
the Pioneer company,’’ persisted 
Dill, “but you got an interest from 
Sinclair personally.” Shaffer re- 
plied that he had not yet received 
the latter. He was referring to 
the 200 acres that Sinclair, by'an 
arrangement with Fall, was to give 
him. “So you are still working 
on that?’’ commented the Senator. 

“Why.do these men, come to 
you and give you these interests as 
gifts?” asked Dill. The witness re- 
iterated his previous explanation 
that he had land outside of Tea- 
pot Dome on which he had spent 
$115,000 and which gave him a 
certain mutuality of interest with 
the Pioneer company. Dill re- 
marked that he thought Shaffer’s 
interest was liquidated when he 
got $125,000 from the Pioneer 
company. “Oh, no,” said the wit- 
ness. “You keep right on using it 
then?” said Dill. 

“Absolutely Not,’ He Says. 

Later in the hearing Shaffer 
was directly asked by Walsh 
(Dem.) of Montana whether the 
Pioneer company had not engaged 
to pay him $125,000 in return fdr 
the newspaper’s support of pend- 
ing legislation that would have en- 
abled the oil company to get its 
claims in Teapot Dome patented. 

“Absq@utely not,” replied the 
witness. He added that the influ- 
ence of his papers had never been 
sold. 

At thesstart of his sitaiiaini: the 
witness said, under questioning, 
that he had rendered “no service’”’ 
in return for the one-eighth in- 
terest he received in the claims 
which the Pioneer Co. had against 
Sinclair. 

“Didn’t you at one time,” asked 
Walsh, “demand $60;000 from the 
Pioneer €o. on account of services$ 
rendered?” “No, dir,” replied Shaf- 
fer. Walsh then read from the 
minutes of a meeting of the board 
of directors of the Pioneer Co., at 
which the decision was taken on 
account of “ services performed”’ 
by Shaffer, fo grant’ him  one- 
eighth interest in any agreement 
with respect to Teapot Dome. A 
series of questions by Walsh 
brought replies that the witness 
had never rendered any services to 
the company or put amy money into 
it. 

He explained that, as between 
the Pioneer company and himself, 
there was a mutuality of interest 
because he had land adjacent to 
the Dome and also had applica- 
tions pending for land in the Dome 
itself. 

Made Him a Present. 

“They simply made you a pres- 
ent of the one-eighth interest?” 
asked Walsh. 

“Yes, sir,”’ replied Shaffer. 

Walsh then produced a letter 
which Shaffer wrote in .April, 
1922, to E. C. Finney, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior. The date 
was the 19th—two days before 
Congress officially knew that 
Teapot Dome had been leased to 
Sinclair. 

Writing to Finney, Shaffer said: 
“As you know, I have a personal 
interest in this deal. Secretary Fal! 
arranged with Mr. Sinclair for 
some acreage for me personally.” 

Shaffer explained that he had 
made application under Secretary 
Lane for some land in the Teapot 
Dome reserve and had renewed the 
application under Fall. Fall told 
him, the witness continued, that he 
was negotiating for the lease of 
the reservation to Sinclair and 
would see that Sinclair set aside 
200 acres for him (Shaffer).

“How on earth,” said 
Walsh, “‘do you figure that your 
application for land ¢in 
Dome gave you the right to share 
in the Sinclair lease?’’ Shaffer re- 
plied that he saw no reason why 
Fall should not arrange to let him 
have some land.

“Then it is a fact,’’ said Lenroot,

“You had applications for land 
rending when there was no author- 
ity to lease land in Teapot Dome,” 
seid Lenroot, “and yet you urged 
those applications on Fall as givi 
you a prior right.”

Agreement on 200 Acres. 

Latre, the witness continued, 
Sinclair confirmed the arrange- 
inent, saying he had agreed to turn 
over 200 acres to Shaffer. “The 
eral agreement as to the 200 acres 
still stands,’’ Shaffer told the com- 
mittee. 

“Sinclair was willing,” summed 
up Lenroot, “with no contribution 
on your part, to develop 420 acres 
and give you half the profits, solely 
on the request of Secretary Fall?”’ 
‘‘That is quite right,” said Shaffer. 

Waleh went at the witness sav- 
agely in an effort to show that, 
as early as March, 1921, Fall was 
arranging to hand over the Teapot 
Dome reserve to Sinclair. He be- 
gan by developing the fact that 
Shaffer came here to see Fall soon 
after the new administration came! 
in. He was held two or three days, 
staying at the Willard Hotel. 


Walsh then reae again the letter 
of Shaffer to Finney, written in 
April, 1922, saying that, as “you 
know,” Fall had arranged with 
Sinclair that Shaffer wag to have 
a slice of the reserve. 

Next, Walsh demanded to know 
if the witness had seen Fall prior 
to the date of that letter, at any 
gther time than in March, 1921. 
The inference was that, 
had been no other communication 
between the two, it must have 
been in March, 1921, just after 
taking office, that Fall told of the 
pending deal with Sinclair. 


“You say,” said Walsh, “that 
you had no conversation with Fall 
prior to April, 1922, except that 
talk in March, 1921?” “I think 
so,”” said Shaffer. 

He gdded that the various dates 
about/which he was asked were not 
definitely fixed in his mind. He 
Said that he often came to Wash- 
ington on business, 

“But he must have told you 
about the Sinclair negotiation in 
March, 1921,” peraisted Walsh. “I 
think so,” replied Shaffer again. 

His testimony on this point was 
So uncertain as to leave the impres- 
sion that he might have got the in- 
formation from Fall at some time 
after March, 1921.

Finney said there had been “'so- 
called. bids” for the off set wells 
in the California naval reserve and 
the Pearl Harber tankage proj- 
ect. The bidders included the 
Standard Oil Co. of California, the 
Associated Of! Co. and the Do- 
heny Company. 

Asked directly why Attorney- 
General Daugherty was not asked 
for an opinion, Finney said the 
Secretary did not regard it as 
necessary. 

Handled by Fall. 

Finney said the Teapot Dome 
contract was handled “very large- 
ly” by Secretary Fall. 

Finney testified. that Fall in- 
structed him to issue a statement 
denying that leases had been en- 
tered into 3. week after Teapot 
actually had been leased to Sin- 
clair. 

The real reason why the Teapot 
lease anrrouncement was held up, 
Finney said, was because Fall 
didn’t want it made public until 
the Doheny lease to the California 
‘reserve had been signed. 

Explaining how: he came to sign 
the Doheny-Pearl Harbor contract, 
Finney said Fall was in New Mex- 
ico and wirgd him to sign after the 
secretary had studied the summary 
of the bids sent to him at his home. 

Finney disclosed that the ques- 
tion as to the legality of the leasing 
program never was referred to In- 
terior Department solicitors. He 
said he was very certain the pro- 
gram. was legal. 

He said the lease negotiations 


were conducted “in the manner of 


private negotiations,” and added: 
“I would not have handled them 
that way. It impressed me as a 
wrong way. 

Fall left Washington for his New 
Mexico ranch immediately § after 
signing the Teapot Dome lease, 
Finney testified. He could not say 
where it was signed. 

Before leaving, he said, Fall 
locked the lease up in his desk and 
it remained there until he re- 
turned. 

Asked if he was “suspicious,” 
Finney said: “I thought then and 
hope now Fall was an absolutely 
honest man.” 

In dismissing the proceedings 
to recover sections 36 and 16 in 
California from the Standard Oil 
Co. of California, Finney said, Fall 
had asked department officials 
only if there was a dispute as to 
the facts. There was no dispute as 
to the facts, Finney said, but 
there was one of law. Fall: did 
not ask to that, he testified, add- 
ing that he then and now believed 
Falls action was wrong. 

Standard Oil] Man Testifies. 

Finney, assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, was quoted before 
the oil committee as saying that 
Secretary Fall considered it “un- 
necessary” to have Attorney-Gen- 
eral Daugherty pass on the valid- 
ity of the oil leases before they 
were made.

“As you will recall Mr. Sutro 
and Mr. Wyle have been doubtful 
as to the right of the department 
to make the exchange contract.

FOUND IN POND 
AWAITS INQUEST 


Belief Is Little Lester Hall 
Froze Again Before He 
Was Missed. 


The nine-day search for 3-year- 
old Lester Hall ended yesterday 
when his body was found lodged on 
the bottom of the old quarry pond 
behind his home at 419 South Third 
street, Belleville. 
Today, the body lies in a Belle- 
ville undertaking establishment 
awaiting the formalities of an in- 
quest, and the boy’s parents and 
his eight brothers and_ sisters began 
the task of returning to a normal 
existence after a continuous vigil 
since he disappeared Feb. 4.°~ 

The body was brought to the sur- 
face at 4:43 p. m. with an im- 
provised drag which, Jerry Cham- 
bers, a| veteran clam digger, had 
been drawing through the water of 
the pond for almost two days. It 
was only a few minutes past the 
hour, nine days before, when Lester 
Hall’ was last seen by his mother 
playing in the yard with a toy wag- 
on. 

Were to Search Elsewhere, 

The supposition is that he walked 

to the edge of the pond, lest- his 


the ice, which froze over 
before the search began. 

Hope of finding Lester’s body in 
the pond virtually had been aban- 
doned long ibefore the end of the 
search. John Hall, the father, yes- 
terday declared he would look else- 
where, but in spite of his words 
continued his vigil at the edge of 
the slowly-receding water of the 
pond. Several hundred persons 
were gathered and oné small pump 
was feebly drawing up the stagnant 
water, yesterday when Chambers 
found the body. 

Father Sees Body Recovered. 

Chambers was in a rowboat with 
two boys, who helped him to raise 
and tower the heavy drag, consist- 
ing of a spring wagon axle, fitted 
with cross bars and hooks. 

“Let’s make two more trips 
criss-crossing from the corners,’ 
he said. “Then we will quit.” 

The first drag brought up an old, 
water-soaked gunny sack. The 
second brought. up the body of 
Léster. A hook canght in his blue 
middy as the body lay in a cleft 
beside a fallen tree under seven 
feet of water. 

John Hall, standing on the bank, 
saw the little form as it neared the 
surface. It turned face up just 
below the surface, and Hall burst 
into tears. A murmur ran through 
the crowd. 

“That’s My Boy?!’ 

“That’s my boy,” Hall sobbed 
and, turning, fled ffom the pond. | 
He went to his wife, who waited 
staring toward the pond from a 
kitchen window, as she had ddhe 
for days. Without a word from 
him, she knew his message and be- 
gan té weep, the first tears she 
had shed in a week.

An undertak- 
er’s ambulance was summoned 
and a basket was placed in the 
boat, so Chambers could remove, 
the frozen body from the water. 

Hundreds of persons visited the 
undertakers’ rooms during the eve- 
ning and asked to see the body, but 
all were turned away. At noon to- 
day, the casket was opened and 
the public permitted to . pass 
through the chapel where it wil lle 
until the funeral. Thus far, ar- 
rangements for burial have not 
been made. ~ ¢ 

Boy Last Seen Alive Feb. 4. 

Lester, it will be remembered, 
was playing in the rear of his home 
at 4:15 p. m., Feb. 4, when—his 
mother looked out.
